. Uftei- tmat the iuternH revenue fea- 
tures of th« bill will be all that re- 
nain. Progress was rapid, although 
sVery paragraph relating to carpets 
s^as etubborniy contested. 
L The consideration of the silk sched- 
ule led to a strong contest against the 
proposed duties on silk fabrics. Sena- 
tors Teller and Mantle joining with the 
Democrats in opposition. The para- 
graph was passed by tbe slender ma- 
jority of two. The tobacco schedule 
ITBiit through with little friction after 
the committee had advanced the duty 
(lightly OE wrapper and leaf tobacco. 


"When the tobacco schedule was 


taken up the first paragraph was ma- 
terially modified by Mr. Allison, mak- 
ing the duty on wrapper tobacco and 
911«r tobacco when mixed with more 
(ban 15 per cent of wrapper tobacco, 
aad ail leaf tobacco, etc., $1.75 per 
pound; if stemmed, $2.25 per pound. 
Mje balance/ of,the paragraph remain* 
unchanged. 
; Mr. Ve*t said the controversy as to 
fmtea wag made between the Connecti- 
cut wrapper tobacco and the Sumatra 
tobacco, 
( T h e desire was to shut out the Sum- 
atra, one tobacco man having Baid be- 
fore tfce ways and means oommittee 
that he would favor a duty of 1,000 per 
e*at if necessary to prevent its impor- 
tation.

cially in telegrams received by Secre- 
tary Bliss, supplemented by similar ad- 
vices received by the attorney general 
and the secretary of war. 


General Frank A. Armstrong of the 


I)»wtts commission, which was just 
leavin gFort Gibson, when the trouble 
•occurred, joiiwsd with Indian Inspector 
McLaujrhlin, who is supervising fhe 
iwymeo't, in wiring the following to 
Secretary Bliss: 
"Considerable ex- 


citement exists among the negroes on 
account of arrests made by the United 
States marshals. Negroes are armed 
(Mid are <t'hro»t*ning to attack the mar- 
shals. The Troops here arc able to 
cope with tb« situation find preserve 
j>e>uce. if the commander has nojt au- 
thority to patrol thn town and to cxer- 
tise control over the excited negroes, 
Berious trouble may occur.

Nosucb contest ever occurred in this 


country before. Cornell university has 
•MM been able to meet Yale university 
on the water since 1875 and then, as to- 
day, ^h* defeated the boys of the Blue- 


After long bickerings, Yale uni- 


versity consented, under pressure from 
Harvard to again meet Cornell. The 
match was arranged and today the 
leading crews of these three leading1 
colleges of this college strewn country 
started down the four mile stretch to- 
gether. Yale finished second, aad three 
and 2 naif boat lengths separated her 
from Cornell. 


Harvard, with her newly acquired 


Eugtish methods, finished third, and 
She was over eigl>t and a half lengths 
behind the Oornellians. Her 
eight 


were thorougly exhausted, while the 
exponents of American theory as ap- 
plied to the propulsion of eight oared 
shells, finished at a hot pare, without 
any distress befng apparent.

It was a singular coincidence that 


the. English trained crew. Harvard, 
pursued exactly th* same method as to 
the number of strokes per minute as 
did tke winning crew, and although 
they weighed on an average 10 pounds 
heavier than Cornell's men, that extra 
weight told for nothing, and either 
from too much "fineness" in training 
or lack of ability to pull the stroke sot 
for them, they were practically "dead" 
after the second mile. 


It is also curious to note that Cornell 


pulled exactly the same kind of stroke 
and 'the same number of etrokes to the 
minute that she pulled las* year when 
ehc won In record-breaking time, and 
tfc»t Harvard, while advertising tkat 
she had entirely new methods, was de- 
fected in exactly the same 
manner 


that defeat met her last year.

Cornell asserts her superiority in row- 
ing, method of training and capability 
over the two larirer univeristies, and 
ulie still holds the record for iBtercol- 
legiate eights of 19 minutes.

Company's weekly review of trade 
says: There is no step backward in 
business, although tbe season of mid- 
summer quiet is near. Improvement 
continues, gradual and prudently cau- 
4ioiu> as before, although 
in many 


branches evident where no signs of it 
appeared a few weeks ago. 


Business men of the highest stand- 


ing in all parts of the country having 
gradually perceived that fhe tide has 
begun to rise, are regulating their con- 
tracts and investments and their plane 
tor the future with a confidence quitt 
unknown to them a short time ago. 


Great changes before the adjourn- 


ment of congress are hardly to be ex- 
pected, but removal of uncertainty IE 
with reason expected to bring into 
operation buying forces which havt 
been restricted for months. 


The main factor at this time is the 


steadily brightening prospect for crops. 
Harvesting of wheat has already begun 
in some winter wheat states, with sur- 
prising good results in the central re- 
gion and California. 


Iron and steel products average a 


small fraction lower ia published qou- 
tatloBB, bnt only because private con- 
cessions "which are now refused wer« 
by various authorities complacently 
concealed two weeks ago. 


There is encouraging increase in the 


demand for all textile goods, even for 
cottons, which have so long been slow, 
and t'hough it is but moderate there is 
nothing of a speculative character in 
the transactions, and prices are firmly 
held. 


Reorder* for woolens have- beer, 


rather better than were expected from 
clothiers and fairly good form dress 
gods. Operations in spring goods are 
stilf deferred. 


While milte are somewhat better em- 


ployed, and are buying to some extent 
most of the purchases of wool are for 
speculation, nearly three-quarters be- 
ing at Boston alone and the aggregate 
was S.733.800 pounds at the three chief 
markets, 5,610,300 of foreign wool. Do- 
mestic wool is still held at relatively 
high prices at the west.

MONKY ItOXF-S STOLEN. 


Bobbers gained entrance to tbe 


Columbia shoe store last night and 
stole tbe two money boxes, contain- 
ing $75 that were placed in tbe south 
display window.

The thieves gained entrance by

of boring a hole about a foot iqoare 
was made. A piece of shelving was 
also cot loose by their augur and the 
shoes that were on the shelves in 
'rout of the hole were pulled out and 
thrown over tbe ground. The hole 
was not very large and had a very 
rough border, which, no doubt, left 
som« very plain marks on tbe body 
of the thief as he crawled through. 
The thief, after securing the boxes 
n the south window must have be- 
come frightened before attempting 
;o secure the boxes in the north win- 
dow. It is believed that the thief 
or thieves escaped with the money 
only,, as none of tbe men's shoes were 
disturbed. Tbe robbers could have 
selected no better place to do their 
work, as a view of the place where 
>hey worked is entirely cut off from 
the street by the Holland grocery 
and the high board fence around the 
new building balng erected to the 
rear of tbe Holland grocery.

IG spite of the constant talk of a snb- 


stitnte having been fcund for it, rubber 
eeems likely to be for some time to 
come the stand by of tbe electrician for 
insulating purposes. The manufacturers 
who prepare tho rubber for the electrical 
and other markets complain of tbe in- 
creasing adulteration of tbe raw ma- 
terial, especially of that coming from 
Assam and Burma. According to H. 
N. Thompson, tbe Chinese have a prac- 
tical monopoly of tbe trade. The forests 
tt the head of the upper Naiukoug basin 
ore rich in robber, and tho trees attain 
a height 'of 200 feet, with enormous 
girth. The great tribe of rubber collect- 
ors is the Sana Kachins, who go vast 
distances for their rubber harvest iu the 
dry season. The chiefs levy toll on the 
produce as it passes down the river. 
The Chinese, who control the trade, pay 
the Kachins for it in provisions and 
cloth, and as they are adepts in the art 
of concealing stones in it, by the time 
it reaches Bangtui its weight and bulk 
are largely augmented by foreign sub- 
stances. 


The Assam supply is fed mainly by 


the Napas, who, having got- in their 
crops in December, set off for the rub- 
ber forests within the drainage area of 
the Taren river, where they know every 
tree, the knowledge being in niunv 
eases passed on from father to son. The 
rubber in this district is said to be 
growing so scarce that it often takes a 
man 40 days to collect a coolr load. In 
spite of this, thn Srngphp villages levy 
a tax on each collector. When first col- 
lected, the rubber is very pure, but the 
Nagas have acquired the trick of adul- 
terating it v^ith earth and stones, and 
the Assam rubber is not regarded with 
favor in tbe Calcutta market It is a 
sore point with the Chinese merchants 
that the Nagas BO exhaust the capacity 
of the rubber to receive adulteration 
that there is no opening left for the ex- 
ercise of their own ingenuity in the 
same direction.—St. Louis Globe-Dem-

Thi* is so thoroughly understood that 
no power made any attempt to enforce 
it at the election of Leo XIII. Austria

ao owing to his election having already 
taken place before tbe arrival at Rome 
of the Austrian prelate who was charged 
to communicate the veto to the con- 
clave. 


Sixty Russian officers were recently 


dispatched from St. Petersburg to Bang- 
kok, where they are to undertake tbe re- 
organization of the Siamese army. That 
the king should have applied to Russia 
for this purpose, instead of to England, 
has given great offense in London, all 
tbe more aa there lias been a wholesale 
dismissal recently of British, American 
and German employees of the Siamese 
government ou the alleged ground of 
economy.

It is proposed to entomb tbe dead iu 


cement receptacles. The bodies aro to 
bt> exposed for several months to a cur- 
rent of air mad« chemically dry by pass- 
ing it over snlplrarir acid, the air to be 
purified afterward by fire. When thn 
body is thoroughly desiccated the recep- 
tacle is to be made airtight. The com- 
pany submitted a dozen plans to the 
health board, ail of which were ap- 
proved by the sanitary committee, and 
the whole board will pass apoii tha 
scheme. 


Dr. <5eor«c B. Fowler, chairman of 


the sanitary committee, ia enthusiastic 
over the new method of burial, aad be 
believes that it is eminently sanitary. 
Dr. Charles Kouerts, the sanitary super- 
intendent of tho health board, is of the 


me opinion. The new mausoleum is 


to be 270 feet long, 75 feet deep and 
three stories high. The interior will re- 
semble that of n well appointed library, 
with u main corridor and diverging 
halls leading to the different sections. 


The sepnichers will I* of solid con- 


crete, four inches thick, without seam 
or join', and little larger than an or- 
dinary coffin. Thry will be arranged iu 
tiers of six on cither side of the ball- 
ways. The opening ixito each sopnlcber 


ill be provided with two doors. The 


inner uoor, of plate glass, is to bo her- 
metically sealed af *er the space is occu- 
pied. The outer door will be of bronze. 


A 7>orticn of the proposed mausoleum 


will bo arranged for families, with sep- 
arate compartments and sets of sepul- 
chers. Tho mausoleum will also have a 
chapel, where funeral ceremonies may 
be held, as is now done at the cremato- 
ry ut Fresh Pond, N. S". Each sepnl- 
cher will be numbered ami legistered, 
and there will bf. a bureau where rec- 
ords will bo kept •;£ those whose re- 
mains are entombed, including tbe 
birth, parentage, -marriage, time of 
death and other data.

He said 
that the proof of tln< fart that;, tho vicin- 
ity of graveyards i.s unhealthy was su- 
perabundant; tliar, tire dead do kill the 
liviuK- :iiul that, cholera, yellow fever 
and tiii; whole, list of zymotic niid iu- 
fectiuus Uisvasos are propagated by con- 
taminating tho eurvh, air and water 
supplies. He said that the graveyard 
must. be. abandoned, and that tho time 
had comi! to face .squarely tho problem 
of how to dispose of I ho <lca/& with safe- 
ly to the living. 
Ho declared that tho 


earth was nuulo for the living and net 
for the dead, und that pure air, pure 
water, and pure soil wero absolutely 
necessary for perfect health.

The story cf Barney Byrnato, who 
losi-d his remarkable career no tragic- 
ally, rt-ads like a page from the "Ara- 
;ian Nights." He was txa1n in London 
ou July !>, l$o£. 
He was educated un- 


der private tutors and was luttnut-d for 
a coiuijitrcial life, upon which he e-u- 
:ewd at a compiiratively early age, but 
lis adventurous spirit rebelled against 
he monotony of such a career, so, in 
1873, at the age. of 11, he abandoned 
iit> desk and pen, and went out to the 
diamond fields of South Africa. He ar- 
rived at Kiiuberley, then the haunt cf 
the individual digger, one glorious 
August morning, with the sum of 27 
shillings in his pocket and started as a 
' kopje-walloper," which means a dia- 
mond dealer whose office und equip 
ncnts aro represented by a leather bag. 
[n three years his earnings amounted to 
£5,000. 


In 1S8I be owned four claims, which 


lie floated into u company for £35,000 a 
claim, making, with the machinery, au 
aggregate of £115,000. That was his 
first attempt to put himself iu a good 
financial position, and he succeeded. 
This wan called the Barnato company. 
In 1884 he bought the Stewart ground, 
paying the highest price ever given in 
Kimberley. Yet with that speculation 
alone he made £20,000. After the com- 
pany passed out of bis control, although 
the claims stood at £25,000 each, the 
concern paid a dividend of 9 per cent 
within three, months and did eo at the 
expiration of each following quarter, 
until tho claims at the end of nine 
mouths represented a value of £83,000 
each. 


In the course of time the ground be- 


came covered with reef, and a heavy 
mining debt was saddled upon the cor- 
poration. Mr. Barnato loaned the mon- 
ey to aid the company, although, as he 
naively admitted: "Had I put tho prop- 
erty up at. auction I could have bought 
it in at au enormous profit. Standard 
shares were at £17; Kiniberley Cen- 
trals, with their claims valued at £2,000 
each, were at £25, and I am convinced 
that I could have bought in the Barua- 
to block with great advantage to my- 
self. Bnt what did I do? I amalga- 
mated with tbe Standard Mining com 
pany and brought the shares that origi 
ually cost £50, after four years' work, 
up to £J 50." 


This will give you au idea of how 


wealth can. be amassed in the diamond 
fields. Mr. Barnato's own words regard- 
ing his fortune in the same speech were 
us follows: "The exports of this colony 
are £9,000,000. Of this Kiniberley ex- 
ports one-half. Now my opponeuts say 
that I am not a Jit and proper person to 
represent you in parliament, but let mt 
tell you that I represent half the ex- 
ports of this colony. The diamond in 
dustry of this colony is a government 
within a government, and if I am fit 
enough 10 sit on the board of the Con- 
solidated Mines, as holding one-eighth 
of the mining interests in Griqualaud 
West, along with such men as the Hon. 
C. J. Rhodes and the representatives of 
the historic house of the Rothschilds, 
surely I am quite good enough to repre- 
sent this constituency of Kiniberley and 
Beneonsficld." 


From tiiis a« estimate may be made 


as to what his income must have been. 


According to the testimony of Miss 


Alice. Holbrook, Barnato's sister-in-law, 
"his real name was Bernard Isaacs. 
Some of his intimate friends always 
called him Isaacs. Barnato was only 
his stage name. He \v;:s an English Jew 
and one of the best fellows as a couiracto 
yon ever met. Iu Johannesburg they 
looked up to him as a king. 
Whenever 


he went there the inhabitants gave him 
a grand reception. He was met with a 
baud and a procession, and they took 
the horses out -of the carriage and 
dragged it themselves. 


"One of Barney's queer habits was to 


lie for hours and look at nothing. All 
the time, I suppose, he kept, np a won- 
derful thinking. He had a great brain— 
a marvel. 


"Ono thing that, the pablic did not 


know ubont Barney was his ability as 
an actor. Ho was really a very good 
one. I havo seen him play Machias in 
'The Bells,' and play it very well. If it 
wasn't for his luck, I'd think myself 
that he was a better actor than a 
banker." 


Mrs. B:)rnpy Barnato would be a per- 


son of importance on her own account 
even if her husband had beun possessed 
of a few millions less. She is very 
handsome, and, in spite of her wealth, 
very unostentatious. She is devoted to 
her husband and to her three children, 
one of whom is called Primrose, after 
her father's first mine, while another 
has been called Ladas Rosebery, iu hou- 
e/r of tho ex-premier's first Derby vic- 
tory. —Cor. Chicago Times-Herald.

Tbe concluding testimony in tbe 


Hawk murder case was taken this 
morning and the ease closed rather 
abruptly. The early adjournment 
asterday gave tbe attorneys an op- 
ortnnlty to prepare for tte closing 
of the trial, and in consequence no 
ime was watted to-day. Tbe de- 
ense rested and tte State's rebuttal 
began at 9 o'clock this morning, and 


10:45 
o'clock the last- witness 


was examined. Several witnesses on 
both sides were excused without being 
called. 


Tbe conduct of the prisoner has 


been uniformly the same throughout 
the trial. He apparently paid no 
Mention to the testimony, whether 
or or against him, but sat near bis 
ttomeys with bis eyes fixed either 
pon the ceiling or floor, and the de- 
ected expression of his face was on- 
changed while he was inside the 
court room. 


YE3TOKDAY AFTBKHOOJJ, 


In: reply to Mr. Boby's hypotbet- 


oal question concerning the prison- 
er's lineage and bis behavior prior to 
the murder, Dr. Bichardson, medical 
superintendent of the Ohio State 
Hospital, said: 


"From tbe basis of fact that you 


give I would infer that his process of 
reasoning, In relation to this partic- 
ular subject, was tc disturbed that 


would be compelled to classify 


him as insane; that is, Incapable of 
reasoning correctly and taming just 
conclusions and acting upon them 
with full self-control in relation to 
this particular subject: at least that 
is demonstrated by tbe change in the 
disposition of the Individual, tte fle- 
ireaslon and tbe Incongruous conduct 
n other respects." 


The doctor considered tbe defend- 
ants ancestral lineage, according to 
he hypothetical question, quite an 
mportant element in the case, stat- 
ing that "because in a large number 
ot cases of insanity tte great under 
ying cause which determines the de 
velopment of the disease rather than 
some other form of disease is tbe pre. 
disposition toward insanity; this pre- 
disposition may be the result ot tte 
development of elements in the two 
parents which did "not appear as in- 
sanity in the ancestry." 


Dr. Bichardson said, farther, that 


tbe total absence ot motive for the 
crime, according to Mr. Baby's hy- 
pothetical questions was of itself evl 
dence of the insanity ot the defend- 
ant. Hsccasi&red the uefenas 
lineage an important factor in the 
sse. He thought insanity of the 
woman who became Insane at child 
birth was of value in the question ol 
the defendant's insanity, because it 
showed a predisposition to insanity 
by reason of the fact that such cases 
are not the rule; women do not be- 


if* i«w»nfci. ireder s&.sh, condit 


unless they are predisposed to insan- 
ity by heredity. Under the condi- 
tions as stated in the question he con* 
sidired Hawk Insane, and that his 
insanity—hereditary, of the melan- 
cholic n«ture—develops by intense 
mental strain. Did not think the 
defendant was able to determine 
right from wrong at the time of the 
shooting. 


CROSi-2 X AJIINAT1OH. 


Dr. Richardson f aid that he had 


been on the witness stand a number 
of times as an expert on Insanity 
Said he sometimes received a fee for 
his services. Said he was to receive 
a fee for liis services here. Said he 
did not always receive pay. Did not 
work for or against the people by 
whom be was employed. Tried tc 
testify to what he believed. Said 
that he based his opinion and an 
swers upon bis direct examination in 
this ease wholly~upon the statemen 
ot the hypothetical question and as 
sumed that those statements were 
facts. 


After Dr. Bichardson was eicusei 


the attorneys for the defense an 
nounced that they would rest the! 
case. They immediately waived this 
notice, however, because Mr. Bide 
noor had previously announced that 
he desired to recall Thomas Robin 
son for a further cross-examination
